At one time Fort Greene Park was an attractive residential area, 
and it still bears traces of its past. In the central portion, there are 
still fine homes and apartments but they are gradually giving way 
as the number of rooming houses and converted two and three-family 
houses grows. One large housing project and a portion of another 
(on the boundary adjoining District 4) lie within the district. Myrtle and 
DeKalb Avenues and Fulton Street are important for shopping. Ware- 
housing and secondary manufacturing occupy the northern part of 
the district.
